The Ford government needs to hel 
municipal taxpayers “saddled” wit 
‘unreasonably’ high salary increases 
for unionized public service workers 
like police, says Ward One candidate 
Brad Butt. 

“So often we end up getting settle- 
ments that are, in my opinion, way be- 
yond what a reasonable increase 
should be or reasonable change in the 
collective agreement,” he told Peel 
News Talk radio on AM960. 

In an interview last week, Butt said 


it’s not just a case of going up at 
organized labour unions, or challeng- 
ing the collective bargaining process. 
I don’t think it’s about going to war 
or battle with the unions. It’s about 
making sure we all understand we’re 
in this together. There’s only one tax- 
payer. We want to provide excellent 
services to the people but they have to 
be services we can afford.” 
Butt was the Conservative Party MP 
for the riding of Mississauga- 
Streetsville between 2011 and 2015 
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when he was defeated. He’s now look- 
ing for a seat on Mississauga council. 

“It’s not just a new puy like me com- 
ing on council; this has been a long- 
standing position of Mississauga 
council and Peel Regional Council. 
Municipalities can’t afford to do it this 
“ey anymore. We're getting saddled 
with these very large increases often in 
wages because of the way settlements 
happen across the province.”

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Mayoralty hopeful OK with rivals “stealing” his ideas

Brampton Mayoralty hope- 
ful Wesley Jackson says he’s 
okay with seeing parts of his 
campaign “incorporated” into 
the platform of rival candi- 
dates. 

“T have always published my 
platform online. The Mayor 
doesn’t have a website yet. I’m 
running for Brampton and if 
my opponents want to steal 
my ideas, more power to 
them.” 

Jackson made the com- 
ments in a radio interview on 
Sauga 960AM, Peel News 
Talk. He says it’s not really 
“stealing” anyway which he 
considers a “loaded term,” and 
welcomes the fact his ideas are 
finding their way into the po- 
litical discourse during the 
municipal election campaign. 

“Quite frankly, if John 
Sprovieri or Baljit Gosal sees 
an idea and it works and it’s 
good for Brampton and they 
incorporate that idea into their 


platform, that’s what’s going 
to work for Brampton, that’s 
what’s going to lift Brampton 
up, I will lose on election day 
(but) I will lose a happy man 
because Brampton willbe ina 
better place.” 

Jackson says he pressed for 
a reopening of the debate into 
the location of Brampton’s Ry- 
erson University campus, an 
idea he says got a frosty recep- 
tion when he raised it act City 
Council. 

“One thing I delegated on at 
City Council was the university 
location. Brampton was talk- 
ing about delegating $190m to 
the University location. I said 
‘guys wait a minute,’ are we 
not going to have a public dis- 
cussion as to where this 
$190m is going to be spent? 
The answer from City Council 
was a unanimous no." 

Now involved in an election 
campaign, Jackson says the 
idea has caught on with other 


candidates. 

“Guess what’s on one of my 
competitor’s campaign plat- 
forms? (It’s) reopening the de- 
bate of where to locate the 
university campus. John 
Sprovieri is talking about it, 
Patrick Brown is talking about 
it, and I’m talking about it. My 
message is getting across, peo- 


ple are listening and some of 


my competitors are, quite 
frankly, incorporating my 
message into their platforms.” 
A poll by Forum Research 
put Jackson at 6 per cent sup- 
port, a number he says is sur- 
epee ly good considering 
e’s a first time candidate. 
He’s facing higher profile 
candidates like Mayor Linda 
Jeffrey. John Sprovieri and 
Patrick Brown, all of whom 
have a lot more political expe- 
rience than he does. 
“Person by person, the mes- 
sage is geting out there. For a 
guy with no political experi- 


ence, who has never run for of- 
fice before, no incumbents ad- 
vantage, to be beating four 
other candidates in a poll 
shows these things work.” 

With 173,000 housing units 
in Brampton, Jackson knows 
he has no chance of getting to 
meet everyone face to face. 
He’s relying on social media, 
events, “shaking hands and 
kissing babies” to get his mes- 
sage across. 

His platform puts economic 
development at the top of his 
priority list. His website says, 
“People need jobs to pay the 
bills. They need jobs in 
Brampton to reduce their 
commute times to a reason- 
able portion of their day. 
Building a 30 Minute City 
means we need more employ- 
ers in a more diverse range of 
industries to do business in 
Brampton, hiring Brampton 
talent and investing back in 
Brampton,” he said.

As he sees it, the problem 
with the arbitration system 
is those called on to arbi- 
trate salary agreements are 
not mandated to take into 
account the ability to pay 
by the municipalities. This 
has been a long-standing 
problem. 

“So we are hoping the 
new provincial govern- 
ment is going to amend the 
arbitration system to en- 
sure arbitrators take into 
account the ability of mu- 
nicipalities, which means 
you and me, the taxpayer, 
to be able to pay for these 
increases.” 

Those increases have 
hurt the City’s ability to 
hold down tax increases to 
the rate of inflation, some- 
thing Butt says he’s com- 
mitted to try and do should 
he win a seat Oct. 22. 

"The Mayor and mem- 
bers of council in Missis- 
sauga have done a pretty 
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good job of trying to keep 
taxes in line with the rate 
of inflation. Unfortunately 
because of the nature of 
the way the wage increases 
have worked for the union- 
ized contracts, it’s been 
more difficult to keep it at 
the line of inflation.” 

He says the Region of 
Peel has done a better job 
of keeping costs down. 
There are 859 workers at 
the Region of Peel that 
were paid over $100,000 
in 2017, up from the 739 
earning a six-figure salary 
the year before. 

“When we have essential 
services like fire and po- 
lice, we need their services 
so they can’t go on strike, 
so it goes to arbitration to 
get a collective agreement. 
My view is we should do 
our very best to negotiate a 
collective agreement. 
There’s nothing wrong 
with having a union and 
collective bargaining,“ Butt 
said. 
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Minister (Laurie) Scott 
heard directly from munic- 
ipalities across Ontario 
about their challenges with 
interest arbitration when 
she participated in the an- 
nual Association of Munic- 
ipalities of Ontario (AMO) 
annual conference in Ot- 
tawa last month. 

Minister Scott under- 
stands there are longstand- 
ing concerns with the 
interest arbitration system. 

She has consulted with 
stakeholders in regards to 
this issue. 

The Ministry of Labour 
encourages parties to make 
every effort to resolve their 
disputes at the bargaining 
table. 

Ontario’s interest arbi- 
tration system helps ensure 
that parties have access to

resolution process in sec- 
tors where work stoppages 
are prohibited. 


In making their decisions, 
the law requires arbitra- 
tors to consider several fac- 
tors, including: 

- The employer’s ability to 
we, ee: ;

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Mayoral candidate pledges state-of-the-art stadium in Brampton

A state-of-the-art sports 
stadium that will cater to 
local sports groups is on the 
cards if one mayoral candi- 
date is elected. 

Mayoral hopeful Patrick 
Brown made the pledge this 
past weekend during a press 
conference, in which he said 
he would lead a public-pri- 
vate partnership to build a 
“world-class stadium” if he 
is elected, to help support 
local sports groups. 

"It's disheartening when I 
go around the city and 
speak to community groups, 
who tell me it costs more to 
rent a soccer field in Bramp- 


ton than it does elsewhere," 
Brown said. "We have a 
community that loves 
sports, that embraces recre- 
ation, but we don't have the 
facilities here." 

Many of the current facil- 
ities in the city leave much 
to be desired, said Brown, 
who explained the city 
needs sites that can meet or 
exceed national and inter- 
national standards in order 
to attract local talent and 
make it a tourism hub. 

The city hosts a variety of 
sports, but local groups like 
kabaddi, soccer and cricket 
teams have to look outside 


the city for host sites for 
their event. 

Brown pointed to an ex- 
ample that took place ear- 
lier in the summer, in which 
the Global T20 Canada 
Cricket Championship 
couldn't be staged in 
Brampton facilities because 
they were deemed “inade- 
quate” by organizers, forc- 
ing them to host the 
championship in the neigh- 
bouring King Township. 

Citizens are discouraged 
from participating at higher 
levels of competition be- 
cause the City lacks proper 
facilities, which Brown says 
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core of my re-election campaign. 
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advance. 
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is “particularly alarming” 
because a lack of options 
can lead youths to look to- 
wards crime. 

“Tf you give young people 
a place to go, itis a positive 
diversion. You want to have 
a safe community. You want 
to attack the root causes of 
crime? Affordable _ recre- 
ation is a root part of that.” 

“Communities have in- 
vested in recreation, and it 
has turned them in a posi- 
tive direction,” Brown said. 

The new facility would be 
similar to the recently-com- 
pleted Lansdowne Park site 
in Ottawa, and would in- 
ae

clude basketball courts, a 
skate park and ancillary fa- 
cilities, along with restau- 
rants and retail businesses. 

All leagues and recreation 
programs delivered by the 
City would have access to 
the new stadium, said 
Brown, which was met with 
approval from local sports 
groups. 

“We all want Brampton to 
be a world-class city in 
which to live, work and 
play,” said Brampton 
Cricket League president 
Faraz Saleem. “We want a 
healthy and active commu-

government funds down the 
road as active communities 
are less reliant on our 
healthcare system. Let’s get 
(back on track) to being a 
world-class, healthy sports 
community.” 

Brown also announced a 
public safety plan to combat 
the rising rate of crime in 
the city during the same 
news conference, which will 
be chaired by outgoing 
councillor Gael Miles and 
will seek to get comments 
and suggestions from all 
community leaders and res- 
idents.

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Elitist court ruling is a middle-finger salute to Ontario voters

None of us elected him, but 
in a democracy-subverting 
court decision, Superior Court 
Justice Edward Belobaba 
struck down the Ontario gov- 
ernment’s law slashing the 
size of Toronto City Council. 

Clearly, the result of the last 
provincial election is not to 
everyone's liking, and if un- 
elected elitists and their media 
flunkies can derail the Ford 
government’s agenda, they'll 
do it. 

The institutional left in this 
country has subverted and in- 
fected organizations like the 
judiciary that should be free of 
partisan hacks. It’s naive to 
think justice is blind in this 
country especially when it 
comes to politically charged 
decisions like this one. 

Our own version of the deep 
state will do everything in its 
power to undermine the pop- 
ulist push by voters to bring 
change to Ontario. It has 
clearly already started, and 
those who voted for the Ford 
agenda must brace them- 
selves for what’s coming.

By ‘pique’, we are to believe 
Ford’s decision to reduce the 
size of council is not about the 
bloated number of politicians 
at council, or because the 
province is running a massive 
deficit. Apparently it’s all be- 
cause Ford is being provoca- 
tive for the sake of poking the 
establishment bear. 

We are to believe, despite 
the PC’s well publicized 
smaller-government platform 
and despite — countless 
speeches Ford gave during his 
campaign calling for an urgent 
need to give taxpayers a break, 
principle didn’t really enter 
into the decision to cut the size 
of government. 

Somebody needs to get his 
head out of his butt. 

Ford demonstrated his con- 
servative, taxpayer-friendly 
principles countless times 
during his career, and this ac- 
tion is perfectly in line with 
those principles. 

If anybody is lacking princi- 
ples, it is this elitist, whose de- 


cision amounts to giving the 
middle finger salute to voters 
who elected Ford for the ex- 
press purpose of shrinking 
government and reining in 
runaway spending. Ford says 
the decision to cut council 
would save $25m. 

Even if it saves a fraction of 
that, it’s worth doing, but self- 
serving politicians will natu- 
rally do everything to try and 


prevent that. 

Justice Belobaba wrote, 
"There is no evidence that any 
other options or approaches 
were considered or that any 
consultation ever took place.” 

Well, Ford only took office 
on June 29. There wasn’t a 
whole lot of time to act on cut- 
ting the size of council before 
the next municipal election. 

Despite the fact, the Toronto

Star can’t wait to start blaming

Ford has only just started to 
govern, and the province is in 
serious need of getting its fis- 
cal house in order.

“University of Toronto law

retrospective — that is, it ap- 
plies to events that have al- 
ready occurred. The use of the 
override section needs to be 
“prospective,” to affect future 
events, the Supreme Court 
said in a 1988 case.” (Globe 
and Mail) 

Maybe so, but the Premier 
deserves the support of those 
who voted for change and who 
don’t want judges or bureau- 
crats to stand in the way of it. 

Obviously the law must be 
followed, but the decision to 
derail Ford smells more like 
politics than a Charter defence 
of freedom of expression. 

We need to call BS on this. 
Ford is right not to roll over 
here. Doing so would encour- 
age every unelected leftist 
hack in government to under- 
mine this Premier’s agenda 
and discourage those who 
elected him. 

Ford has served notice he'll 
fight tooth and nail to do what 
he was elected to do. He'll 
need to in the face of what’s 
ahead.

In the statement, there is 
a troubling absence of any 
commitment by Canada to 
forcefully defend freedom 
and stand up against the 
threat of terrorism and vio- 
lence in future. 

Justin Trudeau’s state- 
ment reads, “The events of 
9/11 — the deadliest terror- 


ist attack in the history of 
the United States — will re- 
main ingrained in our 
memories for generations.” 

That may well be true, but 
‘terrorist’ attacks don’t just 
happen by themselves. 

They're committed by... 
terrorists. 

That may seem obvious, 
but the condemnation of 
those who committed these 
atrocities should be as 
forceful now as it was in 
2001, after which our gov- 
ernment agreed to join the 
U.S. in the Afghanistan war. 
Bizarrely, any condemna- 
tion of the perpetrators’ ac- 
tions is entirely absent from 
his statement. 

The day after the 9/11 at- 
tacks, then-PM Jean Chre- 
tien offered total support to 
then US president George 
W. Bush. What followed 
was our participation in the 
multinational campaign to 
invade Afghanistan, kill or 
capture members of al- 
Qaeda, destroy their train- 
ing camps and get rid of the 
Taliban government. 

The 9/11 attacks led di- 
rectly to our involvement in 
a 13-year long war. Don’t 
you think, in the statement 


about the attacks, there 
should be a mention of the 
Afghanistan War where 159 
Canadian soldiers were 
killed? 

In striking contrast, Pres- 
ident Donald Trump signed 
a proclamation in the Oval 
Office, designating “Patriot 
Day 2018” to honor the 
memories of the nearly 
3,000 lives lost on Sep. 11, 
2001, and of every hero who 
has given their life since 
that day to protect our 
safety and our freedom. 

You see, PM Trudeau? 
Trump shows how a nation 
can honour “innocent vic- 
tims" who died as a result of 
the attack with an acknowl- 
edgement such barbarism 
cannot and must not go 
unanswered. 

Justin Trudeau did point 
out, “Communities across 
Canada banded together to 
help a country — a neigh- 
bour and friend — stricken 
by grief.

MBOT blasts Bill148 Thanks for the Civics Lesson, Doug 


Calling a series of labour 
reforms put forward by a 
workplace and jobs act 
“drastic”, the Mississauga 
Board of Trade is speaking 
out against Bill 148 - the 
Fair Workplaces Better 
Jobs Act. 

“Businesses in Missis- 
sauga are experiencing 
real consequences from 
this legislation’s lack of 
substantive stakeholder 
consultation and unrealis- 
tic implementation time- 
lines,’ said MBOT 
president David Wojcik, 
who made the comments 
earlier this week and is 
calling on the Ontario gov- 
ernment to repeal the re- 
forms. 

The labour reforms en- 
acted by the previous gov- 
ernment have significantly 
limited the ability of the 
province to remain com- 


petitive, said Wojcik, and 
were “too much, too fast.” 

Over the coming weeks, 
the Ontario Chamber Net- 
work and the Mississauga 
Board of Trade will show- 
case testimonials about 
the impacts of these leg- 
islative changes, such as 
the need for businesses to 
decrease staff hours and 
capital investment and in- 
crease reliance on au- 
tomation. 

The Ontario business 
community must be ap- 

ropriately consulted be- 

ore any further changes 
to employment legislation 
are made. 

“We encourage the 
broader employer com- 
munity to join us in calling 
on the government to take 
immediate action,” said 
Wojcik.

Premier Doug Ford plans 
to invoke the ‘notwithstand- 
ing” clause of our Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms to 
override the ruling of a judge, 
and it all appears perfectly 
legal. 

Are we living in a banana 
republic? I wasn’t quite a 
teenager yet when I saw 
Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau and Queen Eliza- 
beth on TV at the signing cer- 
emonies for our Constitution. 
It was a spectacle on a very 
windy day in Ottawa. 

Our country came of age. 
We assumed that politicians 
could be kept in check. 

Did the Prime Minister and 
other leaders of the day ex- 
pect the ‘notwithstanding’ 
clause to be used for such a 
petty dis spute with the City of 
Toronto? 

We still have many leaders 


alive today that should weigh 
in, including Prime Minister 
Chrétien, who was instru- 
mental in the inclusion of the 
clause, and Prime Minister 
Mulroney who has been crit- 
ical of the clause. 

More importantly, the 
process that follows next re- 
quires that the provincial 
government amend and 
repass the legislation, with 
the ‘notwithstanding’ decla- 
ration added. This means 
that the 9 conservative MP’s 
in Peel Region will go on 
record to support the use of 
invoking the most powerful 
constitutional tool available 
to them. 

The consequence of using 
the clause for the first time in 
Ontario, so early in this gov- 
ernment’s mandate, and for 
what appears to be political 
reasons is worrisome. It is 
also enlightening on what the 
Premier will be up to for the 
rest of his term. 

We will see dramatic 
changes to Metrolinx and our 


local transit systems. There 
will be little discussion and 
more falling inline from our 
municipal politicians. 
Imagine the consequences

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Prince Edward County wind farm cancellation 
won t cost taxpayers

In what will be perceived as 
a victory for citizens over 
state, an Ontario court has 
ruled in favour of the resi- 
dents of Prince Edward 
County, by not only killing a 
proposed and partially built 
industrial wind farm, but 
also by preventing any legal 
action against the province. 

The new Conservative gov- 
ernment introduced legisla- 
tion to kill a major wind 
turbine project in Prince Ed- 
ward County and_ shortly 
after, lawyers for the Min- 
istry of Environment and Cli- 
mate Change were in court to 
defend the initial approval 
process. 

A Divisional Court panel 
dismissed the application by 
a residents group for an in- 


junction to halt construction 
and ruled in favour of the re- 
spondents — the province 
and WPD White Pines Wind 
Incorporated. 

In a previous PWN article, 
it was reported that the Con- 
servatives had cancelleded 
728 wind turbines projects 
worth over $790 million, and 
this project was one of them. 

However, the penalties for 
cancelling this $100 million 
project were not known. 

In late August, the earlier 
decision by the court, as cited 
by Shannon Kari in Law 
Times, was rendered moot 
when the Urgent Priorities 
Act received royal assent on 
July 25, nine days after it was 
introduced. 

The good news for Ontari- 


ans is that this legal decision 
terminates the project, re- 
vokes any contracts between 
the company and related 
parties, extinguishes any ex- 
isting proceedings and pre- 
vents future proceedings 
against the Crown. 

More importantly and in 
response to any Ontario gov- 
ernment liabilities, the devel- 
oper, White Pines, has also 
been ordered to decommis- 
sion the project and is re- 
sponsible for any liabilities 
that may result. 

The cancellation of these 
contracts was part of the 
Conservatives’ election plat- 
form and an example of the 
risk that private sector com- 
panies face when entering 
into contracts with the public 
sector, particularity when a 
change in government is im- 
minent. 

According to the legal 
opinion of Sean O'Neill, a 
partner at McCarthy Tétrault 
LLP, “It is blunt legislation, 
and a clear example of sover- 
eign risk. It is certainly not 
unique, but it is a reminder 
of how the government can 
pass legislation that deprives 
a party of contractual rights 
or remedies. 

Companies entering into 
contracts with governments 
are not dealing with a private 
counter-party, rather they 
are dealing with an entity 


that has statute-making 
power,” he adds. This power 
includes the right to cancel 
contracts. 

WPD, a subsidiary of a 
German company, was orig- 
inally awarded a contract in 
2010 by the province. The 
project faced numerous 
court challenges by residents 
over the past eight years - a 
smaller facility than origi- 
nally planned was supposed 
to be operational by this fall, 
and was partially under con- 
struction. 

Another legal opinion by 
Eric Gillespie, who acted for 
the ‘Alliance to Protect 
Prince Edward County’ at the 
Divisional Court and other 
proceedings, says that while 
the legislation was enacted 
quickly it should not have 
been a surprise to WPD. 

“The current government 
clearly stated its position on 
this issue during the cam- 
paign,” says Gillespie, a 
Toronto-based litigator 
whose practice focuses on 
environmental issues. Gille- 
spie says the province re- 
acted quickly, because it 
recognized the urgency of the 
situation, since construction 
was underway. 

For residents’ groups, it is 
difficult to challenge these 
types of projects at tribunals 
and in the courts. “Judicial 
review is often not a very use- 


ful tool. Part of the problem 
is that courts have inter- 
preted legislation like the Ju- 
dicial Review Procedure Act, 
very narrowly,” notes Gille- 
spie. 

Fortunately, and ironically, 
the lengthy legal action over 
the White Pines project ben- 
efited the residents group, 
because it bought some time 
for Prince Edward County 
residents until there was an 
election. 

“In the end, the legal 
processes did have an impact 
on the timing of the con- 
struction, so that when a new 
government came into office 
the project was not fully de- 
veloped,” he says. 

If the company does initi- 
ate litigation against the 
province over the cancella- 
tion of the project and the 
provisions in the legislation, 
that same judicial deference 
may be difficult to overcome, 
suggests Gillespie. 

Restricting government li- 
ability is also not unusual, 
notes Gillespie, governments 
do this on a regular basis, 
limiting who you can sue, 
and governments do have 
the right under legislation, to 
cancel contracts, and there is 
precedent for voiding past 
contracts in the energy sec- 
tor. 

A section of the Energy Act 
legislation, enacted in 1998 


when Ontario Hydro was re- 
structured into five separate 
entities, declared that any 
contract it had entered into 
with a municipality no longer 
had any force or effect, 
meaning the province is 
quite likely on solid legal 
ground in its position on the 
cancellation of the WPD con- 
tract. 

According to O’Neill, the 
province appears to have 
crafted the statute with an 
eye to the possibility of litiga- 
tion. 

“Whoever drafted it has 
gone through the jurispru- 
dence and drafted it in a way 
to try to bullet-proof it from 
any claims,” he says. One ex- 
ample, he notes, is a section 
of the bill that seeks to deny 
any claim of expropriation. 

“Nothing in this Act and 
nothing done or not done in 
accordance with this Act con- 
stitutes an expropriation or 
injurious affection for the 
purposes of the Expropria- 
tions Act or otherwise at 
law,” states section 5(8) of 
the bill. 

Companies which do busi- 
ness with governments need 
to be aware of the 'sovereign' 
risks involved, if their con- 
tracts come into dispute, and 
this example of government 
contractual power should be 
a lesson.

celled. 

“Our volunteers and our 
race committee, have all 
worked together and have 
been doing so for the past 
40 years, to accomplish 
two goals. Firstly, to pro- 
mote community athletic 
participation and_ sec- 
ondly, to dedicate race 
proceeds to charities,” De 
Sousa said in a statement. 

“(But) at a cost like that, 
there’s no way we could af- 
ford it.” 

De Sousa said the organ- 
izers have shifted their 
focus towards maintaining 
the annual Streetsville 
Mile race, which performs 
a similar function, and 
there are plans to add an 
additional race category. 

Despite the eaneelanen 
of the Road Race, De 
Sousa said that she is con- 
fident that the Streetsville 
Mile will continue to 
thrive as part of the festi- 
val, which occurs each 
June. 

“We're piggy backing off 
the (Bread & Honey) pa- 
rade. As long as the parade 
continues, so will the 
mile.”

New workshop offers chance 
to shape Meadowvale 


Acommunity workshop 
that will give visitors the op- 
portunity to help shape plan- 
ee and procedures 
will be held later this week, in 
advance of an upcoming 
study. 

The community workshop, 
which will be held this 
Thursday, Sep. 13, has been 
initiated in response to a 
number of different develop- 
ment applications that pro- 
pose new_ developments 
within Meadowvale’s bound- 
aries. 

The engagement process 
for all the applications in- 
cluded community meetings 
and statutory public meet- 
ings at the Planning and De- 
velopment Committee 
(PDC). 

As a result, the City is un- 
dertaking a Meadowvale 
Townhouse and Apartment 
Areas Character Study to 
guide the process to develop 
or re-develop existing pri- 
vately-owned land in the 
neighbourhood. 

e Meadowvale Town- 
house and Apartment Areas 
Character Study is a proac- 
tive measure to ensure that 
the City has the right land 
use policy in place if a 
landowner submits a devel- 


opment application in the fu- 
ture. 

The study covers the area 
between Winston Churchill 
Boulevard and the Meadow- 
vale _employment area, 
stretching from Britannia 
Road West in the south, to 
Tradewind Drive in the 
north. 

Meadowvale Town Centre 
and the surrounding proper- 
ties, which are referred to as 
the Meadowvale Community 
Node, are not included in the 
study area, as these lands are 
already part of the ongoing 
Ber tees the Mall(Exter- 
nal link) project. 

The City of Mississauga 
will be asking residents what 
they value most about Mead- 
owvale's physical character, 
what aspects of the area are 
important to protect, and 
what should future growth 
look like. 

The community meeting 
will run from 6 - 8:30 p.m. at 


West Credit Secondary 
School (6325 Montevideo 
Road).
